Young Higginson is alleged to have 
struck Mardis.

Higginson, 
Sr., 
then interfered and ordered Mardis 
out. 
Mardis left, vowing vengeance. He 
went around through the passage way 
and hid in the dark at the rear of the 
saloon. When Mr. Higginson went to 
the back door at closing time 
and 
opened it. he was struck full in the 
face by a missile that was hurled at 
him, knocked down and rendered un­ 
conscious. 
It is said that the wound in Higgin­ 
son^ head was caused by a beer bot­ 
tle. which struck him in the forehead 
over the right eye. 
Others maintain 
that a heavier weapon must have been 
used, to deal so severe a blow', and 
that Mr. Higginson was hit with a 
piece of iron.

that he was mistaken for his son and 
got the blow intended for him.

teacher in the Boston Latin school. 
And here, on Hie very threshold of His 
career, be m et w ith failure. 
So much 
had been expected of him that bls 
w ant of success w as naturally a sub­ 
ject o f much com m ent at the time, and 
after lie bad become a great preacher 
bis early failure w as still referred to 
and som etim es w as used to point a 
moral. 
It w as a turbulent class that Phillips 
Brooks bad to teach. 
Before be took 
charge of it three teachers had been 
driven aw ay. 
The man who followed 
Mr. Brooks, to fill out the year, con­ 
fessed him self so wearied by the fre­ 
quent resort to corporal punishment 
that he w as obliged to betake himself 
to th e m ountains for the summ er to 
recuperate 
his strength. 
The boys 
were certainly in fault, but the blame 
w as not wholly theirs, and long since 
they m ay be supposed to have repented 
of their m ischief. 
P hillips Brooks w as then not yet 20 
years old, little more than a boy. 
N a t­ 
urally, perhaps, be m ade m istakes. OO 
one occasion, says his biographer, he 
punished a boy w ho had committed 
no fault. 
A fter Mr. Brooks had become bishop 
of M assachusetts, as he w as moving 
in his m ajestic dignity across Boston 
Common, be met this boy, then a ma­ 
ture man occupying a post of trust and 
influence. 
Neither man bad forgotten 
the incident. 
Looking down upon his old pupil, the 
bishop made a certain appeal for for­ 
giveness. 
“Tell me, now,” he said, 
“that I did not m ake a m istake and 
punish the wrong boy.” 
“Yes, you did m ake a m istake. 
}ou 
punished the wrong boy,” w as the an­ 
swer, “but I have missed so many pun­ 
ishm ents that I deserved that I ought 
to be grateful for that one. which I did 
not deserve.”—Youth’s Companied.

Brooks had to teach. 
B efore he took 
charge of it three teachers had been 
driven aw ny. 
T h e man w ho followed 
Mr. Brooks, to fill out the year, con­ 
fessed him self so w earied by the fre­ 
quent resort to corporal punishment 
th at he w as obliged to betak e him self 
to th e m ountains for th e sum m er to 
recuperate 
his 
strength. 
T he 
boys 
w ere certainly in fault, but th e blame 
w a s not w holly theirs, and long silica* 
they m ay be .supposed to ha ve repented 
o f their mischief. 
P hillips Brooks w a s then not yet 20 
years old, little m ore than a boy. 
Nat­ 
urally, perhaps, he m ade m istakes. Du 
one occasion, say s his biographer, la* 
punished a boy w h o had committed 
no fault. 
A fter Mr. Brooks had becom e bishop 
o f M assachusetts, as be w a s moving 
in bis m ajestic dign ity across Boston 
Common, be met this boy, then a ma­ 
ture man occu p yin g a post of trust and 
influence. 
N either man had forgotten 
th e incident. 
Looking dow n upon his old pupil, the 
bishop made a certain appeal for for­ 
giveness. 
“Tell me, now ,” he said, 
“that I did not m ake a m istak e and 
punish the w rong boy.” 
“ Vos, you did m ake a mistake. 
You 
punished the w rong boy,” w as th e an­ 
sw er, “ but I have missed so m any pun­ 
ishm ents th at I deserved that I oile d 
to be grateful for that one. which i did 
not deserve.”—Y outh’s Companion.

W ith his usual good sense and 
excellent judgm ent, P resident McKin­ 
ley has taken the people into his con­ 
fidence, as he has often done before. 
H e regrets th a t th e suggestion of a 
third term has been made.

A fter Mr. Brooks had become bishop 
of Massachusetts, as lie was mot mg 
in his m ajestic dignity across Boston 
Common, he met this boy, then a ma­ 
ture man occupying a post of tru*t and 
influence.

Looking down upon his old pupil, the 
bishop made a certain appeal for for­ 
giveness.
